Americans at their Newfoundland bases can flout our courts, 
even seize our citizens. And deplorably — it's quite legal

These are invamons of soverewgnty at the 
vital of ali levels, the protection of the citizen 
by the law They tlout the elementary crvic rght of 
justice = courts of our own making, in ous own 
country. They strike at the very root of indepen- 
dence After a century of struggie for nationhood. 
Canada finds her mght to be master in her own 
house again challenged. 

Why haven't we hear? more about these inci 
dents” Because in moet cases the place where they 
occurred and the people involved hadn't yet become 
Canadian. They couldn't happen anywhere else in 
Caneaa, because we have laws and agreements 
thei prevent them. 

In Newfoundiand they could happen again 
tomorrow «@ munor case cropped ep just a month 
or « ago.

Retirement at 60 or so has become e general 
practice, with more people living to older ages than 
ever before. Today the average man of 60 lives 
to be 7! 

Every day the year 730 Canadians will come 
to the 65th milestone the generally accepted 
retiring age in thie country. The proportion of 
these older people to the rest of the population has 
leaped im half « century from to almost 7°; 
A man of @5 today often has four times the life 
expectancy of a man the seme age 50) years ago. 
He can leok forward to an average 134 years of 
continued good life. That's a big chunk out of any 
mans life 

A goed question to ask yourself the How 
does one spend 15 years’? What to do with almost
